Six no-trump is a reason- 


able contract but the correct 
play of the South hand is the 
same whether you are in six 
no-trump, seven no-trump or 
one no-trump. 


Furthermore, 
if you play 


the hand correctly you will 
make all 13 tricks due to the 
fact that East holds the king 
of hearts and the king and 
jack of diamonds and that the 
clubs break three-two. 


You need as many entries 


to dummy as possible and the 
key play comes at trick two 
when you must lead either the 
eight or nine of clubs to dum- 
my's queen or jack. Don't be 
careless and lead the deuce 
ct clubs! Don't be smart and 
win the first club with dum- 
my's ace. 


Now you lead a red card 


and finesse. You should try 
the hearts first because you 
have only one finesse there. 


It works and you go back to 


dummy by leading your re- 
maining intermediate club to 
dummy's queen or jack. Then 
you repeat the heart finesse 
and go back to dummy again 
by leading the king of clubs 
and overtaking with the ace. 
You can afford this extrava- 
gance since both

The lines for Howard and 


Hempstead counties meet on 
the road to the dam, and on the 
Ashdown side of the dam is a 
completed State Highway 32. 
The state is considered the like- 
ly party responsible for linking 
State Highways 32 and 355 with 
& paved state highway from 
Saratoga to the dam. A highway 
has been built across the top of 
the dam. 


The Saratoga road will furnish 


access to the picnic and fishing 
areas as well as serve as a 
route from Saratoga through to 
Ashdown, and providing a third 
route to Texarkana from Mineral 
Springs and Nashville.

Helicopters 
Defy Guns to 
Rescue GIs

SAIGON, South V i e t Nam 


(AP)—U.S. Marine helicopters 
flew under Communist guns to- 
day to rescue 59 more survivors 
of the fallen Ashau Special Forc- 
es camp on the Laotian frontier. 


Five of those rescued in the 


daring flights were crewmen of 
two Marine choppers shot down 
Thursday during a dramatic 
evacuation of 69 wounded in the 
final hours of the 39-hour battle 
before a North Vietnamese regi- 
ment overwhelmed the garri- 
son. 


The rescued Marine airmen 


included the commander of the 
helicopter squadron. He was last 
seen Thursday running for a 
bunker with a machine gun in 
his arms. The others were Viet- 
namese and Montagnard troop- 
ers, including three women de- 
pendents who livde at the iso- 
lated outpost. 


Despite 
their

Ashau, 360 miles north of Sai- 
gon, 
the Communists avoided 


any new action, though Allied 
forces tried to force them into 
combat. 
Terrorism, however, 


continued in the Saigon area.

George Carter, the Negro fore- 
man, read the verdict at 12:20 
a.m. today. 


The case had gone to the jury 


of three white women and nine 
men, including three Negroes, 
on Wednesday afternoon after 
an eight-week trial. 


Highlighting those proceed- 


ings was the dramatic court- 
room confession of Talmadge 
Hayer, 24, one of the convicted 
men. Reversing earlier testimo- 
ny in which he had sworn he 
was innocent. Hayer admitted 
taking part in the killing. 


But Hayer, of Paterson, N.J., 


indicted under the name Thom- 
as Hgan. sought to exonerate 
the other two defendants, Nor- 
man 3X Butler, 27, and Thomas 
15X Johnson. 30. both of the- 
Bronx.

Interest Rate 
Hike by Banks 
for Second Time 


NEW YORK (AP) - Many 


major banks across the nation 
are rasising the minimum inter- 
est rate on short-term business 
loans from 5 to 5Vfe per cent, an 
Associated Press survey shows. 


It is the second rise in the 


prime interest rate in three 
months. Last Dec. 6 the rate 
increased from 4& to 5 percent. 


Morgan Guaranty Trust Co. of 


New York was the first to in- 
crease its rate Thursday. Word 
quickly spread through financial 
circles and within hours banks 
in widely scattered parts of the 
country announced similar in- 
creases. 


"Because of the continuing 


heavy demand for credit, we 
are raising our minimum rate 
to 5% per cent, effective imme- 
diately," said B.C. Sutherland 
of the Bank of America in San 
Francisco. The bank is the 
world's largest. 


The stock market, which had 


been rallying strongly, declined 
sharply and prices closed slight- 
ly lower Thursday. 


Although the interest 
rate 


boost is for bus'ness firms, its 
.effect will be felt widely. It will 
mean a higher cost of doing 
business, which will be passed 
on to the customer. 


Ultimately 
it could mean 


higher rates on consumer loans 
for such things as automobiles 
and appliances. 


Other cities where banks have 


announced the rate include: At- 
lanta, Indianapolis, Minneapolis, 
Milwaukee, Richmond and Nor- 
folk, Va., and Los Angeles.

$1 Billion Back 
in War Tax Bill

$6-billion tax program today as

moved to complete action quick- 
ly on a compromise version 
meeting administration specifi- 
cations.

Thursday ditched most of the 
changes the Senate had made in 
the measure that would have 
reduced its net yield to the 
Treasury by $1 billion or more. 


However, a limited program 


to blanket some 300,000 old per- 
sons into Social Security was 
included in the final version. 


Major provisions resinstated 


recently cut excise taxes on 
cars and phone calls, and speed 
up collection of personal and 
corporate income taxse. 


A revised withholding plan by 


which the amounts taken out of 
paychecks 
will more closely 


match tax bills remains in the 
bill with only minor modifica- 
tions from the administration 
recommendation. It will become 
effective in May, bringing gen- 
erally lower withholding for 
low-income 
taxpayers 
and 


somewhat higher 
withholding 


for those in middle and upper 
brackets. 


Both,.branches of Congress 


planned final votes by Tuesday, 
meeting the March 15 deadline 
requested by the President. The 
Senate -$$y a.r-t Monr'ay, Chair- 
man Russell B. Long, D-La., of 
the Senate Finance Committee 
said. 


The $6-billion tax boost — $1.2 


billion in this fiscal year and 
$4.8 billion in the year startin 
July 1 — is designed to help fi- 
nance the Viet Nam war and 
also dampen any inflationary 
tendencies. 


The Senate had voted to re- 


duce sharply the tax rollback by 
hmitmg it to long-distance calls. 
But the conferees agreed to 
drop this amendment. The tele- 
phone exise tax, accordingly, 
will verert to 10 per cent from 3 
per cent. 


The other major revenue-af- 


fecting amendment was a Sen- 
ate rider that would have given 
Social Security benefits to 1.8 
million persons over 70 who had 
not contributed to the system 
This would have cost the Treas- 
ury $790 million. 


The conference instead de- 


vised a plan for persons 72 and 
older. The number of benefici- 
aries was further reduced by 
eliminating those with federal, 
state or local government or
